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Religion School To Prepare Closing 


Graduate Sunday 


Dr. Herbert Gezork, prominent 
religious educator from Germany, 
whose anti-Nazi sentiment and ex- 
pressions forced him to flee his 
native land before the war, will 
deliver the address at the 28th an- 
nual Commencement exercises of 
the Northern New England School 
of Religious Education. The exer- 
cises will take place at 10:30 Sun- 
day at the South church. The entire 
student body and faculty, number- 
ing nearly 300, from all parts of 
New England will participate in 
the services. 

Dr. Gezork is a member of the 
faculty at Andover-Newton  the- 
ological seminary, and occasional 
lecturer at many New England col- 
leges. His inspirational addresses 
are full of religious vitality, and 
his thorough knowledge of Nazism 
makes it possible for him to paint 
vividly a picture of the evils of 
Fascism. 

The school was founded 28 years 
ago and held its first meeting at 
Dartmouth college, later moving 
to New Hampshire university. Due

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Capacity Enrollment in Religious Education School 
Now in 28th Session at Phillips, Abbot Academies 


At its new location in Andover, 
the Northern New England School 
of Religious Education opened its 
twenty - eighth annual session 
Sunday at Phillips and Abbot Ac- 
ademies. This foremost Standard 
Leadership education school in New 
England, after twenty-five years at 
the University of New Hampshire, 
Durham, N. H., has had to move 
because of war conditions. 

A capacity enrollment was on 
hand for the opening convocation 
at Cochran Chapel, Sunday night. 
Alan R. Blackmer, director of Phil- 
lips’ Summer session, and Mrs. 
Reeve Chipman, secretary of Ab 
hbot’s alumnae association welcomed 
the school. Dr. Frederick Meek, 
president of the Maine Council of 
Churches, gave the address. 

One of the oldest and largest in 
the east with ali Standard courses, 
the school is run in cooperatien 
with the International Council of 
Religious Education. It is interde- 
nominational, with registrations 
representing all New England and 
other states. Separate divisions are 
set up ofr the adults of college age 


and high school youths with a full 
program of fellowship, worship 
and study for each group. 

An innovation will be the offer- 
ing of an evening course this year 
in addition to forty courses offered 
in the regular sessions. Various fa- 
culty specialists will teach “How 
to Improve the Church School.” 

Courses are adapted for the inex 
perienced as well as the advanced 
student. Based upon approved prin- 
ciples, the teaching is practical. 

The famous Observation School 
in Beginners, Primary, Junior and 
Junior high departments has actual 
demonstration classes taught by 
eminent specialists, followed by 
critical consideration of procedures 
and material by the adult observyv- 
ers. 

In the growing field of weekday 
religious education, courses are 
given by Dr. Erwin L. Shaver of 
the International Council of Relig- 
ious Education and by Dr. Edna M. 
Acheson, Rochester, N. Y., with 
special opportunity for work in ob- 
servation school,

A committee of 75 local citizens 
last night made public their aims 
in the purchase of the Shaw es- 
tate on Main street, which they 
plan to offer the town as a site for 
a new town office building at next 
year’s town meeting. 

The names of the first sub- 
scribers to the purchase were in- 
cluded in the statement, and they 
include the names of many town 
otticials and prominent business 
men. Their complete statement is 
as follows: 

For many years, a great many 
of our citizens have been critical 
of our town office building. It is 
old, unattractive, inefficient, and in 
a deplorable physical condition. 
The toilet facilities are repulsive, 
the heating system calls for re- 
placement and a patched-up re- 
pbuilding job has already been done 
too many times. 

Six years ago, a committee on 
the centralization of town offices 
made a study of the building and 
the town’s requirements, and advo- 
cated the purchase of the Shaw 
property on Main street as a site 
for a new structure. Doubts con- 
cerning the wisdom of the move, 
the seemingly high price asked for 
the property, and an insufficient 
presentation of the problem, re- 
sulted in an adverse decision at 
the town meeting. This has not 
solved the problem, however, and 
two recent events brought the 
question to the fore again. First, 
the Shaw heirs desired an imme- 
diate sale and were willing to 
make a substantial reduction in 
their price, and, second, outside 
mercantile interests were willing 
to meet this price and hold the 
land for post-war development.

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Youth Held for Breaks 
At Phillips in 1939 


A young man who has confessed 
to three counts of breaking and 
entering at Phillips academy was 
bound over to a grand jury trial 
in Lawrence district court last Fri- 
day morning, The man, Richard P. 
Adams, 24, of Greenland, N. H., 
was held in bonds of $1,500 after 
pleading guilty to breaks at the 
school in December, 1939, in ad- 
dition to six counts of larceny in 
buildings. 

The man was released Thurs- 
day from state prison at Concord, 
N. H., after serving a five-to-seven 
year term, and was brought to 
Lawrence by Set. W. R. Hickey of 
the local police department. He 
was charged with breaking into 
Day Hall on December 2, 1939, and 
into Bancroft and Johnson halls 
on December 9, 1939, and the lar- 
ceny of clothing and other posses- 
sions of six students. 

Local police, at that time, traced 
a suit left at the scene of one of 
the breaks to a student at Phillips 
Exeter, and learned that the suit 
had been stolen. Suspicion was 
placed on Adams, who at the time 
was on parole, for breaks at the 
New Hampshire school. He was 
questioned, and later police 
searched his home in Greenland, 
finding many articles of clothing 
that had been stolen at both the 
Phillips academies. The defendant 
was returned to prison to finish out 
a previous sentence, and a war- 
rant charging him with the An- 
dover breaks was filed. 

Set. Hickey testified that cloth- 
ing and other articles valued at 
$210 was stolen in the Andover 
breaks, and all but about $40 worth 
was recovered. The defendant tes- 
tified that he was released from 
the New Hampshire state prison 
after serving five to seven years, 
and that he would like to enter 
service if released.

Most of our citizens oppose 
special town meetings, but many 
of these same people advocate 
town ownership of the Shaw es- 
tate. It was necessary to act at 
once. A representative list of citi- 
zens was approached, the problem 
was discussed with them, and it 
seemed best to purchase the Shaw 
property and offer it to the town 
at the 1944 annual meeting, at a 
figure that would prohibit profit to 
any individual. 

The citizens named below have 
cooperated in this purchase. Their 
opinions do not agree in every de- 
tail, but they feel that a construc- 
tive step has been taken, If proper- 
ly worked out, many advantages 
should result, Our ‘Square would be 
improved in appearance, parking 
facilities would be enlarged, air 
and light provided for two side 
business streets, and the condition 
outlined in the first paragraph of 
this presentation would be over- 
come. If the town buys the site, 
an architectural study could be 
made and presented at the 1945 
town meeting, and construction 
could be started then or further 
postponed, if we are still at war. 

Considerable thought and study 
have gone into the problem, and 
this presentation is preliminary 
and incomplete. The subscribers 
feel that publicity is necessary 
and welcome. They wish the sub- 
ject to be so fully discussed before 
the 1944 town meeting that every 
voter present may cast his vote 
intelligently.

Things Aren’t TOO Bad! 


“It’s a lucky thing for us that 
things aren’t as bad as they are,” 
said that old nonesuch, Fred Stone, 
in his post-performance mono- 
logue at Ye Wilbur last Saturday 
matinee. Fred meant to be whim- 
sical, no doubt, but there’s really 
a lot of lean meat in his statement. 

The Greeley ad, appearing in 
this paper last week, gave us more 
food for thought on the same sub- 
ject. The ad started something like 
this: “‘Let’s all of us be fair with 
the O. P. A...there has never been 
any real serious shortage of food 
since rationing came into effect. 
True ,there have been days when 
we had no lamb chops or porter- 
house steaks or our favorite cuts 
of roast beef, but there have al- 
ways been SOME good meats or 
poultry.” 

And, as a matter of fact, none 
of us has been actually hungry at 
any time since December 7, 1941; 
our lot is a happy one compared 
to that of the people of Greece, 
Belgium and others of the occu- 
pied countries. We have not yet 
found it necessary to ration cloth- 
ing, as is done in England; there 
is no rationing of travel, or of 
mail, or of many other things 
which might reasonably have been 
curtailed. 


Our military security has been 


most adequate, and we have been 
subject to none of the bombings, 
or invasions, or sabotage that have 
terrorized the countrysides and 
cities of many other nations. We 
have a dimout, but no permanent 
blackout; we have strikes, but still 
a juridical manner of dealing with 
them; we have the draft, but no 
iron-clad allocations of labor. We 
have a great many things that we 
might easily be expected to do 
without. 

Coming up next month is tiie 
Third War Loan, the third, the 
biggest and, it is hoped, the best 
of those gigantic campaigns. You 
will, of course, help out the cam- 
paign by putting away every avali- 
able dollar into war bonds. You 
may do it in token of the boys whvu 
crawl through mud and under 
barbed wire, who get their only 
rest in cat-naps over several weeks, 
who fiy through shrapnel, and do 
many other things which you, as a 
civilian, are not called on to do. 

Buy your bonds as a token of 
your appreciation for that sort of 
service, of course. But buy them 
also for the kind of service you're 
still getting here at home. Dig 
down deep in your jeans, and re- 
member that Fred Stone told you 
that “things aren’t as bad as they 
are.

IN MEMORIAM 
Blanche Whitlock Carlton 


Death often becomes the truest 
touchstone of a life. In the case of 
Blanche Whitlock Carlton, the uni- 
versal expression of loss proves 
her to have contributed heavily to 
the cultural and spiritual life of 
this community. 

Her coming to Andover hinged 
upon an accidental happening in 
the autumn of 1886, which found 
a homesick Cleveland girl in a first 
floor room of old College hall, Wel- 
lesley College. With an unusually 
large Freshman class on their 
hands, the Trustees called a young 
graduate, Ellen Fitz Pendleton, to 
teach mathematics. Blanche Whit- 
lock was ousted from her room to 
make way for the new teacher and 
was sent into a suite for three, of 
whom one was Mary Tyler, now 
Mrs. Fred Jones. Through her, 
Blanche met Frank Carlton, The 
rest is history. For 37 years the 
two Freshman roommates were to 
live side by side in Andover. And 
now all ages and all types mourn 
her departure. 

When asked what were the lead- 
ing traits in Mrs. Carlton’s charac- 
ter, people have answered reveal- 
ingly. A contemporary who has 
known her since 1900 emphasizes 
her selflessness, her putting others 
first, an attribute which was mani- 
fested even on the day of her 
death. This accounted in part for 
her success in posts of leadership. 
Whether as president of the No- 
vember club or counselor of the 
A. P. CG. sorority, she did not force 
her wishes upon others, but drew 
out their opinions and gifts. As 
the president of the A. P. C. said: 
“Mrs. Carlton was there, in the 
background of all our activities, 
never obtruding herself, but keep- 
ing things right. She was a great 
leveler.” 

Still another lifetime friend has 
always admired the zest with 
which Blanche Carlton lived her 
life.
